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GREENWICH Council has slammed 
the firm charged with developing 
Greenwich Peninsula for dragging 
its feet. 

The criticism comes after an 
announcement that thousands of new 
homes will be built on the land creating 
4,000 jobs. 

The news was announced last 
Wednesday by the Mayor of London 
who outlined a development deal by the 
Homes and Communities Agency and 
Greenwich Peninsula Regeneration Ltd 
(GPRL). But the council says GPRL 
was given planning permission to build 
hundreds of new homes, which would 
have created thousands of new jobs, a 
number of years ago. 

The council says the scheme to build 
1,350 new homes by the end of 2015 could 
have happened eight years ago. 

A statement issued by the council last 
Wednesday said: “Greenwich Council 
welcomes any move which will promote 
the development of the Greenwich 
Peninsula. It is one of the biggest and 
most exciting regeneration sites in 
Europe and we must push forward with its 
redevelopment. Today’s announcement 
appears to be yet another launch for 
Greenwich Peninsula Regeneration Ltd 
about getting ready to build houses. They 
have had outline planning permission for 
eight years. 

“The opportunity to develop new 
homes existed years before anyone had 
heard of the credit crunch and yet all 
they have done is sit on the land. Even 
today, no detailed planning applications 
for sites they claim to be developing 
have been submitted to the council.”

Cleansweep 
proceeded to put the leaves behind 
the railings, they promptly blew out 
again back to the same place around 
the main entry door. 

My visitor returned again on 
January 5 to find herself again 
knee-deep in leaves. She again rang 
Cleansweep and was assured they 
would take away the leaves, quoting 
her a reference number. 

Cleansweep did return and again 
swept the leaves behind the railings. 
Is it beyond the capabilities of 
Cleansweep operatives to think for 
themselves and realise that leaves 
will keep blowing back out to the 
same area and that they actually 
need to take away the leaves as is 
their job?

You are right in saying that leaves 
should be removed, and this is what 
staff are instructed to do. The leaves in 
this area have now been cleared away 
properly. It is the council’s practice 
to remove all leaves and to compost 
as much as possible. We removed 
an estimated 250 tonnes of leaves 
between October and December 201 1 , 
a record 195 tonnes of which has been 
composted.

Falling pupil 
numbers force 
school closure 


GREENWICH Council has agreed to 
close Blackheath Bluecoat Church 
of England Secondary School due to 
falling pupil numbers. 

The school in Old Dover Road, will 
close at the end of the summer term 2014 
after councillors heard that a sustained 
decline in pupil numbers means there is 
no prospect of improving a deficit in the 
school’s budget. 

Parents who were opposed to the 
closure expressed their concerns in a 
consultation saying that the closure of 
Blackheath Bluecoat would mean the loss 
of the only Church of England secondary 
school in the borough. They also argued 
that school performance was improving 
and that more should be done to increase 
the pupil roll. 

But despite this councillors felt there 
was no prospect of improving the deficit 
or increasing pupil numbers sufficiently. 

The closure timetable has been modified 
to reflect comments from parents, the 
school governing body and the Southwark 
Diocesan Board of Education. 

A carefully-planned transition process 
will ensure that children currently at the 
school experience as little disruption to 
their education as possible. The phased 
closure over the next three years will 


result in fewer Blackheath Bluecoat 
pupils needing to transfer to other 
schools, and all pupils will be able to 
complete their Key Stage 3 studies. 

At its meeting last Tuesday (January 17) 
the council’s Cabinet heard that: 

• The number of pupils aged 11-15 has 
fallen from 767 in May 2005 to 481 last 
September leaving the school just over 
half full. 

• Of the 200 pupils transferring from 
the borough’s seven Church of England 
primary schools last year just eight 
choose Blackheath Bluecoat. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, Greenwich Council’s 
Cabinet Member for Children and Young 
People, said: “It is never an easy decision 
to close a school. The council recognises 
the strong loyalty that children, staff 
and parents feel towards the school and 
this was clear in the responses to our 
consultation. The school has made some 
improvements but, despite this, it has 
not succeeded in attracting more pupils, 
and in fact, admission numbers are still 
falling.” 

She added:“The council has a 
responsibility to ensure that our schools 
have strong finances, and it is clear 
to us that there is no realistic prospect 
of the situation at Blackheath Bluecoat 
improving.”

FINGERS crossed everybody for 
Gemma Gibbons as she embarks on 
the nerve-jangling final run-in to a 
place in Team GB for the London 
2012 Olympics team. 

The 25-year-old judo star from Charlton 
has two last-minute hurdles to overcome 
- an injury that continues to niggle and 
two other athletes after the same place. 

“I’m doing good,” she told GT. “The 
shoulder injury I had last year was okay 
after I had three little bolts inserted but I 
hurt it a bit again at a nine-day training 
camp in Austria I’ve just got back from. 

“I’m having a scan and should have 
the results shortly. I was off about five 
months with it last year but it was okay 
in two World Cup events in Korea and 
Samoa. I took the bronze in both of them 
and they were Olympic qualifying events. 

“These showed that my fitness was 
okay I had no problems, but then I hurt 
my shoulder a bit in Austria. I don’t think 
it’s anything major but the scan will tell 
us more.” 

Injury doubts apart, is Gemma 
confident of making the team? “Well, it’s 
pretty close between three of us, maybe 
two. The team won’t be picked until May 
so there’s still a lot that can happen. 
But I’m confident as ever - and very 
determined.” 

One man also on tenterhooks is 
Gemma’s long-term coach Mick Murphy 
from the Metro Club in Greenwich. 
Gemma said: “We went out for a meal the 
other day. Mick has been in my life for 19 
years now. He’s been my coach but also 
a great friend and helped me in so many 
different ways.” 

Mick, who is overseeing the club’s 
imminent move to the new sports centre 
ar Thomas Tallis School, said: “Gemma is 
involved with Sally Conway from Bristol 
in the toughest weight group among the 
women. Almost all the other groups have 
people breezing through. 

“I’ve known her since she was six and 
coaches in all sports will tell you that 
you spot the potential stars very early 
on. They have a certain something about 
them, a persona. With Gemma it took us 
about six months to see she was special. 
The thing was that she had no fear of 
competition, which is obviously very 
important for a Judo player.”

Residents who can offer a spare room for 
a night, or longer, are asked to contact 
the Greenwich branch of Depaul UK, a 
national charity which has been helping 
homeless youths for 15 years. 

The charity is looking for hosts who can 
offer lodgings for young people for longer 
periods of time. 

Under its Supported Lodgings scheme 
hosts support young people who are not 
yet ready for independent living for a 
period of six months to two years. As 
well as providing them with a room, 
meals and a listening ear, it involves 
teaching them the skills needed to 
maintain a household including cooking 
and cleaning. Volunteer hosts for both 
schemes are assessed, vetted and trained 
and receive some rent and support costs 
as well as ongoing support and training 
from Depaul mentors.

Meghan Read is coordinator of both 
the Nightstop and Supported Lodgings 
schemes in London and is promoting 
both schemes in Greenwich. She told GT: 
“Nightstop provides safe, emergency, 
one- night-at-a-time accommodation 
in the homes of trained and vetted 
volunteers in the borough. Supported 
Lodgings provides longer term lodgings 
to young people who are also at risk of 
homelessness. 

Both hosts and the young people are 
comprehensively assessed, vetted and 
trained; and the placement is supported 
throughout by Depaul UK staff. We are 
always looking for people with room 
in their lives and their homes to offer 
vulnerable young people a safe place to 
live.” 

P aul Rogers, a church minister at 
Eltham Park Baptist church and his 
wife Cherie, have been volunteer hosts

for Depaul UK for just over a year. Paul 
told GT: “There is a monthly rota where 
volunteers lay out their availability. As 
a busy family, we aren’t able to keep the 
calendar massively open, however we’ve 
made it a rule to keep every Monday 
clear.” 

He added: “After you get over that first 
time fear of a new person in your home 
and start to reflect on the person’s 
background, everything comes into 
perspective. Some of these young people 
have their world collapsing around them 
and the prospect of a warm, welcoming 
home, even for just one night can be a 
reassurance.” 

Paul, who has two sons aged nine and 
11, said: “We have had a wonderful 
opportunity to meet many great people. 
My two boys argue over whose turn it is 
to come with me to the station to meet 
them!”

Host borough for London 2012 


Next stage for 
Kidbrooke Vision 


THE huge regeneration 
of Kidbrooke’s old Ferrier 
Estate and the land 
surrounding it has taken 
an important step forward. 

Greenwich councillors 
have given the go-ahead 
to the next phase of the 
Kidbrooke Village scheme, 
which will eventually 
provide 4,800 new homes 
for up to 12,000 people. 

The £1 billion project is 
one of the biggest housing 
schemes in Europe and 
will take up to 20 years to 
complete. 


The latest phase involves 
demolishing more of the 
old estate and building 
983 new homes, a hotel, 
a supermarket, a public 
square and open spaces. 

The six-storey 100- 
room hotel is likely to be 
3-star and will be built off 
Kidbrooke Park Road. Also 
given the go-ahead in the 
latest phase are plans for a 
new rail station. 

The present station will 
be replaced by a new one 
with modern facilities and 
a ticket barrier. A small 


sports and recreation 
pavilion is proposed for 
west of Kidbrooke Park 
Road, opposite the hotel. 

The regeneration project 
on the 109-hectare site is 
being led by Greenwich 
Council in partnership 
with Berkeley Homes 
(Urban Renaissance), the 
Homes and Communities 
Agency (HCA) and 
Southern Housing. 

It is seen as an important 
contribution to tackling 
the shortage of family 
homes in the area.

Council would very much prefer the 
GPRL consortium to leave the peninsula 
and hand the land back to partners 
willing to match our own ambition for 
development. 

While they have sat on the land, AEG 
has created the world’s leading music 
venue at The 02 and West Properties 
has secured planning permission for 
London’s only quayside cruise liner 
terminal. Other plans for hotels and 


housing have been agreed with other 
peninsula developers during this period. 

“The land transfer to the Mayor is also 
a concern. During his period of office, 
the Mayor has pulled major transport 
infrastructure projects from Greenwich 
which has hindered growth and 
development, and the transfer of land 
to him raises very real fears that any 
profits from developments that do take 
place will not be invested in Greenwich; 
we are concerned that instead this will 
go to pay off debts he has accrued on 
the Olympic Park. There needs to be 
transparency about how the revenue 
from land deals is used. 

“While City Hall and the developers 
seek to reduce the levels of affordable 
housing proposed for the peninsula, we 
seek an assurance that such funding 
will be used to honour the commitments 
made by the developers and City Hall 
to provide the proportion of affordable 
housing to which they agreed in legal 
documents upon the granting of planning 
permission.” 
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New base for 
angling club 

ANGLERS are set to get a new purpose- 
built home for club members after 
planning permission was granted for 
the development of a former aquatic 
centre. 

Greenwich Council’s planning board 
granted permission along with Listed 
Building Consent at a meeting on 
January 12. It allows construction of a 
16-storey building including a base for 
the Woolwich Dockyard Angling Club 
as well as 1 00 one, two and three- 
bedroom flats. 

The new building will sit on the edge 
of the River Thames in Europe Road 
on the Woolwich Dockyard Estate. The 
Grade II listed Dockyard granite steps 
at the site date back to the late 1 9th 
century and were later developed as 
part of the South East London Aquatics 
Centre which was taken over by the 
Woolwich Dockyard Angling Club.

MILD weather means 
locals in Plumstead are 
already enjoying splashes 
of colour from spring bulbs 
planted last autumn. 

Hundreds of bulbs were 
planted at the junction 
of Manthorp Road and 
Vicarage Road, in Plumstead 
last October. And mild 
temperatures means the 
blooms are peeking through 
for all locals to enjoy earlier 
than usual. 

The bulb planting was 
one of two community days 
organised by Vicarage Road 
Residents Association and 
involved around 30 residents 
and helpers from the British 
Trust for Conservation 
Volunteers (BTCV).

ONE of the borough’s best-loved 
theatres faces closure in April. 

The Greenwich Playhouse 
has been at Greenwich Station 
Forecourt for more than two 
decades, but its owner, Beds and 
Bars has declined to renew the 
lease. 

It plans to use the space to 
expand the backpackers’ hostel 
above Belushi’s bar. 

Husband and wife team, Bruce 
Jamieson and Alice de Sousa 
have run the theatre’s in-house 
production company, Galleon 
since 1995. 

Artistic director Alice told 
Scene: “I think the landlord is 
being incredibly shortsighted. 
It’s absurd because with their 
current space they are not 
running at anywhere near 
capacity throughout the year. If 
they can’t fill the beds they have 
now, what are they going to do if 
they create extra beds?’’ 

The couple have produced 
more than 50 shows during 
their tenure - the total number 
performed at the Playhouse is in 
the hundreds. 

A critically acclaimed 
production of Hamlet was sold 
out for nearly a month last year. 

“We have brought people in 
from all areas and generations, 
sitting together to watch 
affordable, intelligent theatre,” 
Alice said. "I’ve given up so much 
of my life to this, and I think this 
would be a huge tragedy if we 
lost it.” 

The public response to the 
news shows just how much the 
little theatre means to people. 

“I’ve had hundreds of emails 
over the past days from all over 
the world, and I just don’t know 
how I am going to answer them,” 
the director added. "We’ve been 
overwhelmed by the support 
from local people.” 

Alice and Bruce are on the 
lookout for a new venue, as close 
to Greenwich town centre as 
possible.

Bruce said: "We want to find 
somewhere new within the 
borough to continue the work. It’s 
just trying to find the premises 
that is right.” 

Alice said: "We did start 
discussions as far back as June, 
but unfortunately, these kind of 
spaces are not readily available. 
So far the story is - unless we 
find a new venue, this great little 
theatre which brings 15,000 
people into the borough every 
year is going to have to close. 

"Atheatre like ours is important. 
We’ve been here for 17 years - 
longer than the current landlord. 
We are doing it with international 
scope. 

"We don’t want anything bigger 
than what we’ve got - a studio 
theatre space that is 1 3 metres by 
10 metres. A couple of dressing 
rooms, a bit of storage - we’re not 
looking fora huge building. We’re 
a registered charity, we’re not a 
money-making organisation, we 
always lose money, but we have 
managed to keep going.”

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with 
an urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations Section 
on 020 892 1 294 1 . Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of the 
property you’re after; which will be on the advert.
